1. Accounting Conventions 

The financial statements are prepared on the basis of historical cost convention and generally on the accrual method of accounting unless otherwise stated. 

2. Revenue Recognition 

(a) Academic Receipts (except Application Fees) for each semester and interest on FDR are accounted for on accrual basis. 

(b) Other Income (including Application Fees) and Interest on Savings Bank are accounted for on cash basis. 
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3. Government Grants 

(a) Grant received from the government is accounted for on realisation basis. 

(b) Contribution received from outside India is accounted for on realisation basis. 

4. Fixed Assets 

(a) Eixed Assets are stated at cost of acquisition including incidental expenditure relating to them less depreciation. 

(b) Eixed assets are valued at cost less accumulated depreciation. 

5. Depreciation 

(a) Depreciation on fixed assets is provided on Straight Line Method, at the following rates:

During the previous years the University charged depreciation as per Written Down Value method at the rates and method prescribed in the Guidance Note issued by 
the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India. 

(b) In respect of additions to Eixed Assets during the year, depreciation is provided for full year irrespective of the date of purchase. 
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6. Retirement Benefits 

Retirement benefits i.e. leave salary and pension contributions are accounted for on accrual basis. 

7. Foreign Funds/ Contributions 

The income of Foreign Funds/Contributions is accounted for on accrual basis. The balance of respective funds is carried forward on the liability side of the Balance 
Sheet and is represented by the bank balance and interest accrued on Fixed Deposit from Foreign funds/ Contributions on the Assets side of the Balance Sheet. 

8. Foreign Currency Transections 

Transections denominated in foreign currency are accounted for at the exchange rate prevailing at the payment/ realization. 

9. The income of the University is exempt from Income Tax under Section 10(23c) of the Income Tax Act. No provision for income tax is therefore made in the 
accounts. 

NOTES ON ACCOUNTS 

1. Hitherto the University was charging expenditure on salary for the period from T'’' March to 28* February every year and no provision was created towards salary for 
the month of March of the relevant year. During the current year university has changed its policy of charging salary from 1 March to 28* of February of the 
relevant year to U‘ April to 3U‘ March. This change in policy resulted in showing prior period expenses in the Income & Expenditure Accounts by Rs. 15,64,241/-for 
the salary of the month of March 2014 which was paid in the month of April 14 i.e. current financial year. 

2. Change in Depreciation Policy 

Hitherto it was the policy of the University to charge depreciation as per the Written Down value method as per the rates and method prescribed in the Guidance 
Note issued by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India. During the current year the University has changed its policy to charge depreciation as per the 
Straight Line method as per rates specified in notification no.29-4/2012-IFD issued by Ministry of Human Resource Development of Government of India. This 
change in policy has resulted in occurrence of transitional depreciation of Rs.8,56,285/- 

3. In the opinion of the management, the Current Assets, Loans and Advances have a value on realisation in the ordinary course, equal to the aggregate amounts shown 
in the Balance Sheet. 

4. Previous year’s figures have been regrouped/reclassified wherever necessary. 

5. Ligures in the Linal Accounts have been rounded off to the nearest rupees. 

6. Schedule 1 to 16 form integral part of the Balance Sheet as at 3U‘ March, 2015.

We have audited the attached Balance Sheet of Nalanda University as at 3U* March 2015, the Income and Expenditure Account and Receipts and 
Payments Account for the year ended on that date under Section 19(2) of the Comptroller and Auditor General’s (Duties Powers and Conditions of 
Service) Act. 1971 read with Section 32(1) of the Nalanda University Act. 2010. These financial statements are the responsibility of Nalanda 
University management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements based on our audit. 
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2. This Separate Audit Report contains the comments of the Comptroller and Auditor General of India (C AG) on accounting treatmen t only 
with regard to classification, conformity with the best accounting practices, accounting standards and disclosure norms, etc. Audit observations on 
financial transactions with regard to compliance with the Laws, Rules and Regulations (Propriety and Regularity) and efficiency-cum-performance 
aspects, etc. if any, are reported through Inspection Reports/ CAG’s Audit Reports separately. 

3. We have conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in India. These standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free from material misstatements. An audit includes 
examining, on a test basis, evidences supporting the amounts and disclosure in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by managements as well as evaluating the overall presentation of financial statements. 
We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinion. 

4. Based on our audit, we report that: 

i. We have obtained all the information and explanations, which to the best of our knowledge and belief were necessary for the purpose 
of our audit; 

ii. The Balance Sheet and Income and Expenditure Account / Receipt and Payment Account dealt with by this report have been drawn 
up in the format prescribed by the Ministry of Human Resources Development, Government of India, vide order No.29-4/20I2-FD 
dated 17* April, 2015. 

hi. In our opinion proper books of accounts and other relevant records have been maintained by the Nalanda University at New Delhi and 
Rajgir as required under Section 32(1) of the Nalanda University Act. 2010 in so far as it appears from our examination of such books. 

iv. We further report that: 

A. Income and Expenditnre Account 

Schedule 12- Administrative Expenses ^62899645.00 

The University spent ?27.23(Rs. 19.84+ ?7.39) lakh on the advertisement for the admission of two years for the session 2015-16 during the 
year 2014-15 and it was treated as expenditure in the income and expenditure account for the year 2014-15, instead of exhibiting it under Prepaid 
Expenses under the head Loans, Advances & Deposits of Balance Sheet. 

This resulted in the over statement of expenditure in the Income and expenditure account by Rs. 27.23 lakh and understatement of prepaid expenditure. 
Loan advances & Deposits in the assets side of Balance Sheet by the same amount. 

B. General 

(i) No provision for retirement benefits on the basis of actuarial valuation were made by University in the accounts. 

(ii) No provision for the unutilized grant of ? 539.68 lakh were made. . This resulted in understatement of Liability and Corpus fund by the same 
amount. 
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C. Grants-in-aid 

The University is mainly financed by grants-in-aid from the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of India. During the year 2014-15, there 
was unutilized amount of grants-in-aid of Rs. 721.04 lakh pertaining to the year 2013-14. The University received grant of ?1700.00 lakh (plan) during 

the year 2014-15 and it had internal receipt of ?87.62 lakh constituting a total amount of Rs.2508.66 lakh for the year 2014-15. Out of this, the 

University spent ?1968.98 lakh leaving an unspent balance of ?539.68 lakh. 

D. Management letter: 

Deficiencies which have not been included in the Audit Report has been brought to the notice of Nalanda University, Rajgir through a management 
letter issued separately for remedial/corrective action. 

v) Subject to our observations in the preceding paragraphs, we report that the Balance Sheet Income and Expenditure Account dealt with by this 
report are in agreement with the books of accounts. 

vi) In our opinion and to the best of our information and according to the explanations given to us, the said financial statements read together with 
the Accounting Policies and Notes on Account, and subject to the significant matters stated above and other matters mentioned in Annexure to 
this Audit Report give a true and fair view in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in India: 

(a) In so far as it relates to the Balance Sheet, of the state of affairs of Nalanda University as at 3U* March, 2015 and 

(b) In so far as it relates to Income and Expenditure Account of the surplus for the year ended on the date.

It will rather create complications in splitting the Advertisement expenditure in proportion to the duration of the various courses, number of 
students and date of Joining etc. 

B. General 

(i) No provision for retirement benefit on the basis of actuarial valuation were made by the University: 

Necessary provision for retirement benefit will be made by the Nalanda University Once the retirement benefit Policy is decided by the University. 

(ii) No provision for the unutilized grant of ?539.68 lakh were made. This resulted in understatement of Liability and corpus fund by the same 
amount.
